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US broadens halt in bombing of VN 


SAIGON (AP) - The United 


States broadened on Monday Us 
halt in the bombing of the 
Hanoi-Haiphong heartland to in- 
clude all of North Vietnam. 


U.S. officials indicated that 


the bombing cessation from the 
20th parallel 200 miles south- 
ward to the demilitarized zone 
is one of short duration in con- 
nection with a 24-hour South 
Vietnamese cease-fire for the 


new year that ends at dusk 
Monday. A unilateral 24-hour 
Viet Cong cease-fire ended just 
after noon. 


The U.S. bombing halt above 


the 20th parallel, which in- 
cludes Hanoi and Haiphong, is 
in effect indefinitely, lied to the 
resumption of secret peace 
talks in Paris scheduled Jan. 8.

Monday a series of statements 
attributed to captured Ameri- 
can pilots. The statements de- 
plored the U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam. 


One F4 pilot, identified as

"must take all measures to put 
an immediate end to the war" 
in Vietnam. 


Another, Lt. Col. William 


Walter Conlee, was quoted as 
saying: "We observed a row of 
shops and living quarters which 
have been bombed and also a 
hospital which has been badly 
damaged, and we observed a 
school that has been bombed 
heavily."

European comment on U.S. 
foreign policy. Somehow it 
always winds up as a one-way 
ticket: Europe's opinions—but 
our men and our dollars. If 
Sweden ever did anything for 
human freedom since her one 
war with Czarist Russia several 
hundred years ago it's not in the 
history books. 


By this lime most Americans 


feel It was a mistake ewr'to 
commit our land troops to 
Vietnam. We should have 
confined our support to money 
and weapons and advisers. 


So finally we are going out. 


But the circumstances under 
which we get out are just as 
important as the evacuation.

Sunday night, the U.S. Coast 
Guard reported. 


Search efforts throughout the 


night yielded no survivors. 


A spokesman at San Juan In- 


ternational Airport said the 
four-engine DC7 went down sec- 
onds after taking off on a flight 
to 
Managua 
across 
the 


Caribbean,. Clemente headed 
Puerto Rico's relief efforts for 
Nicaraguan earthquake sur- 
vivors. 


A Puerto Rico Ports Author- 


ity official said the other occu- 
pants of the propeller-driven 
plane were pilot Jerry Geisel; 
copilot and owner Arthur Riv- 
era, a private air-cargo oper- 
ator ; flight engineer Rafael 
Macias, and another passenger 
identified onlv as I/wano. 


Clernente's wife refused to 


talk to newsmen, but a sister of 
the Pirate's star said he had 
been due to leave Sunday eve- 
ning for Nicaragua. 


The Coast Guard said two 


helicopters and two boats were 
searching the choppy waters of 
the Atlantic about one and a 
half miles north of the San 
Juan airport but no survivors 
had been found. Amadee Char- 
don of the airport 
commu- 


nicalions department at San 
Juan International said the 
plane went down at 9:22 p.m. It 
was loaded with medicine, food 
and relief supplies for the sur- 
vivors of the devastating earth- 
quake at Managua Dec. 23. 


Clemente, 38, was named to 


head Puerto Rico's earthquake 
relief effort on Christmas Eve. 


Sources at San Juan Inter- 


national said the DC7 plunged 
into the Pacific as it made a 
sharp left bank while climbing 
after takeoff, a normal proce- 
dure for aircraft leaving from 
the field. 


They said the plane was 


owned by Arthur Rivera, a pri- 
vate air-cargo operator. 


Clemente completed his 18th 


season with the Pirates in 1972. 


Last season, he became the 


llth man in baseball history to 
reach 3,000 hits for a baseball 
career. 


Clemente had compiled a life- 


time batting average of over 
.300. He won four National 
Ixiague batting titles and hit 
over .300 13 limes. 


I.rfjst season, he balled .312 in 


102 games 


In 1971, tie balled .4H in the 


World Series against the Balti- 
more Orioles and was named 
the outstanding performer in 
the series, won by the Pirates. 


He won the National league's 


Most Valuable Player award in 
1966 and was selecled lo Ihe 
league's all-star team 12 times. 


He was born Aug. 18, 1934, in 


Puerto Rico. 


It was on Nov. 22, 1954, that 


the Pittsburgh Pirales paid $4,- 
000 to draft the young, obscure

Clemente collected his 3,000th

Copilot may be only link to cause 
of plane crash in Florida swamps 


MIAMI (AP) — An extra 


copilot may be the last living 
link to what happened in the 
cockpit of an Eastern Air Unes 
jumbo jet moments before it 
crashed in the murky Ever- 
glades, killing at least 97 per- 
sons. 


Federal officials say First Of- 


ficer Warren Terry, 38, who 
was not a regular crewman on 
Might 401 but was listed on the 
passenger lisl as an observer, 
may have been in the cockpit 
when the plane crash-landed in 
the swamp 17 miles norlhwesl 
of Miami Friday nighl. 


Terry, who joined Eastern 


Aug. 29, 1966, was listed in 
"poor condilion" early today at 
Palmetto Hospital in Miami. 
His injuries were not disclosed, 
but officials said he was unable 
to talk. 


"If he was in the cabin, he is 


the last living link to what hap- 
pened there," said Ed Slatlery, 
a National Transportation Safe- 
ly Board official. 


Terry was believed to be rid- 


ing in the "jump seat" located 
behind the pilot seats on the 
flight deck of the (.ockheed 
1011. Slattery said NTSB inves- 
tigalors had not been able to 
establish where he was when 
the plane crashed, however. 


Eastern spokesmen couldn't 


immediately say why Terry 
was on the plane, and federal 
officials said they didn't know 
either. 


Meanwhile, Eastern Air Lines 


tentatively announced 97 of the 
178 passengers and crewmen 
aboard were killed and 80 oth- 
ers survived. 


One person was unaccounted 


for,

said. He said last-minute ticket

BELFAST (AP) — The cur- 


tain fell loday on the bloodiest 
year in Northern Ireland his- 
tory; and, in the Irish Republic 
to the south, the new year be- 
gan with a shooting deaths of 
young man and woman two 
miles from the border. 


Irish police said they found 


the shooting victims after a 
farmer reported hearing shots 
about 2 a.m. outside his home 
near the Donegal village of 
Burnfoot. 


The killings came only three 


days after a rash of bombings 
on the Irish side of the border 
killed two persons and wounded 
15. 


In Northern Ireland today, 


there was a flurry of shooting 
and bombing, and the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army vowed 
worse violence in the months 
ahead. 


The last day of 1972 claimed 


the last death of the year. A 56- 
year-old Calholic baker, Hugh 
Martin, was found shot dead in 
his car Sunday morning in Bel- 
fast. 


A.s bells chimed out the old 


year in the battered British 
province, gunfire broke out in 
the Ardoyne and New Lodge 
Roman Catholic districts of 
Belfast. One man was shot and 
seriously wounded. 


A bomb wrecked a garage at 


Newton Butler, County Ferma- 
nagh, and three gasoline bombs 
were thrown through the win- 
dow of a Catholic home in 
Bangor, County Down. There 
were no serious casualties. 


Four people were wounded in 


Belfast late Sunday night when 
gunmen ambushed a bus carry- 
ing Catholics and sprayed it 
with bullets.

after returning to the capital,

on had no formal holiday ap- 
pointment schedule for today. 
He said Dr. Henry A. Kissin-

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


93rd Congress convenes Wed- 
nesday amid indications the 
coming session could produce 
more fireworks than any since 
the late President Harry S. 
Truman took on the 80th Con- 
gress a quarter century ago. 


Democrats, their Senate ma- 


jority enlarged to 57 and their 
House losses held to 12 seats in 
the Nov. 7 election, are talking 
of challenging President Nixon 
on issues ranging from the 
Vietnam war to federal spend- 
ing. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, the as- 


sistant Democratic leader, says 
he has no doubt that efforts will 
be made to cut off money for 
the war unless an agreement is 
reached in Paris. But he said 
he personally will not support 
such efforts during the next 30 
days, nor perhaps within the 
next 60 days, and feels that the 
real hope for peace lies in the 
negotiations in Paris. 


Questioned Sunday on NBC's 


"Meet the Press," Byrd offered 
this list of priorities: 


"Hijacking legislation; legis- 


lation dealing with highways, 
trade, the extension of price 
and wage controls, strip min- 
ing, the energy crisis; I think 
the Congress will come to grips 
with the issue of separation of 
powers and I think that it will 
be more assertive of its rightful 
place in the constitutional sys- 
tem of checks and balances." 


Internal reform could set off 


another battle in the early days 
of the new Congress. The se- 
niority system of selecting com- 
mittee chairmen is expected to 
be tested in the House where a 
move is under way to persuade 
the Democratic caucus to elect 
chairmen instead of appointing 
them on the basis of seniority.

LONDON (AP) - Britain 


surrendered a thousand years 
of economic independence to 
join Europe's Common Market 
today, but there were signs 
many in the island nation and 
on the mainland viewed it as 
just another historic milestone. 


A survey showed British pub- 


lic opinion divided over the 
prospect of lost sovereignty and 
higher prices. The poll found 39 
per cent opposed the move, 38 
per cent liked it and 23 per cent 
had no opinion. 


Not everyone on the continent 


marched to the tune of "Zu- 
kunftsmusik," 
German 
for 


"Music of the Future." 


"The competition will be 


fierce and perhaps not very 
pleasant at first, but it's bound 
to be good for this country in 
the end," said George Dowling, 
58, a North London business- 
man. 


"Lots of people I know are 


worried that Britain is going to 
be bossed from Brussels," said 
Robert Wheatley, 22, a bank 
clerk from a London suburb. 
"That's probably not true, but 
many of my friend's don't like 
even the possibility." 


Some centralized bossing is 


inevitable. All the Common 
Market countries—Britain, Ire- 
land and Denmark, the new 
members, and France, West 
Germany, Italy, Holland, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg, the 
original six—have given up 
some of their independence. 


The basic arrangement is 


that of a customs union. All 
members let in each others' 
goods without duty and charge 
the same import taxes on goods 
from outside the nine nations. 


But Western Europe's cost of 


living soars faster than that of 
the United States, and there 
are complicating factors in the 
new accord. 


I Denmark, Copenhagen res-

rates: as much as $22 before 
midnight and as little as $12 
afterwards

champagne dropped from $6 to 


$1. However, tax collectors are 
likely to point out that both bot- 
tles sold in Copenhagen at New 
Year's had to be imported in 
1972. They will want to collect 
from the restaurants at the old 
rale. 


Bubbly buffs in Britain and 


Ireland got no such favors. 


Food will cost more in Brit- 


ain after Feb. 1 because Com- 
mon Market prices for farm 
products are well above world 
levels. Meat, grain, sugar and 
dairy products will cost more. 
But Britons could get some 
fruits and vegetables cheaper 
under the continental system. 


The new arrangements add 


irritation to relations between 
Western Europe and the United 
States. U.S. farmers long have 
attacked the old Common Mar- 
ket for keeping down imports of 
American products. Now Brit- 
ain must adopt these measures 
loo. 


But higher farm prices are 


good news in Ireland and Den- 
mark, where farmers make up 
a large proportion of the eight 
million population. Only about 
four per cent of the 55 million 
Britons still are down on the 
farm. 


Manufacturing 
tariffs 
go 


down April 1, but the cuts are 
spread over five years, so the 
first ones will amount to only 
two or three per cent on most 
products. 


The present rate of inflation 


in Britain could boost prices by 
that much between now and 
April. 


Besides, importer's tend to 


take a tariff reduction as an 
additional profit rather than 
pass it to their customers. 


In Italy, a value-added tax 


goes into effect today amid 
fears it will bring higher prices 
as it has in other Common 
Market countries. Britain starts 
later in the year. 


The 
West 
Germans 
and 


French have been talking about 
the advantages of a joint attack 
on inflation, but what they ex- 
pect to accomplish is unclear. 


In the matters of daily inter- 


national life, the Common .Mar- 
ket has' not brought much 


change to anyone but a com- 
paratively small number of 
farmers 
and 
businessmen. 


Tariffs are abolished, but taxes 
still are charged on small ship- 
ments from one member coun- 
try to another. 


There are more 
customs 


posts on the borders than ever. 


The nine member countries 


have agreed citizens from any 
member ought to be free to 
settle in any other, but there is 
a lot of fine print attached to 
this. 


Immigrants to Britain, even 


if they are British subjects, will 
have to live in the country five 
years before they can exercise 
that right on the continent. This 
will apply to Asians from 
Uganda. 


The freedom to move exists 


for most manual workers; but, 
if you are a doctor, lawyer, 
teacher, banker or stockbroker, 
your credentials will not be rec- 
ognized.

t h a t came with it. The 
whole can can be set out. 
It is easy for the bag to be 
lifted out and dumped into 
the truck. If the can has to 
be left out overnight the lid 
is snapped on. If a metal 
can is used, the lid can be 
held on with a rope, chain or straightened-out coat hanger 
and then a piece of wire used to hold it together. Hook 
whatever is used through the handles on the sides and 
the lid, too. This may seem quite a bother but so is pick- 
ing up and resacking trash that might have blown around. 
Remember to remove the lid early in the morning if the 
can is left outside the night before garbage collection.—

And that came 
on a personal-foul 
penalty 


against Washington. 


Curt Knight, who redeemed 


himself handsomely in the play- 
offs after suffering a miserable 
season, broke the scoreless duel 
with an 18-yard field goal in the 
second period. He later added 
kicks of 39, 46 and 45 to set an 
NFL playoff record for most 
field goals in a game. 


But the twin lightning bolts 


from quarterback Billy Kilmer

der Dallas' vaunted Doomsday 
Defense.

Instead, with 
the expenditure of at least $100 
million, it's now the Exxon Co., 
U.S.A. 


The new name, double XX 


and all, wa£ picked out of a 
computer by the company for a 
serious reason—so it could sell 
gasoline under the same name 
across the country. Because of 
legal rulings after the breakup 
of Ihe giant Standard Oil Co. in 
1011, Humble had been forced 
to market its products under 
the names Esso, Enco and 
Humble. 


It was in January of 1911 that 


Koss Sterling, along with five 
other operators, decided they 
were drilling themselves into 
bankruptcy in the Humble field 
and decided to join forces un- 
der the Humble name. 


To 
erase 
that 
name, 


Humble—or, should we say, 
Exxon-has spent $100 to $200 
million. The company won't say 
Iwsv much, and the estimates 
come from other people in the 
industry. 


I,ast November the company 


started replacing all the signs 
on its service stations across 
the country. Every one of the 
25,000 stations needed an aver- 
age of 50 changes, company of- 
ficials said, from replacing dec- 
als on uniforms to putting up 
the new highway signs. About 
KIB.OOO signs were needed for 
gasoline pumps alone. 


Mori- than half a million 


pieces of company properly 
have new identities bolted, em- 
bossed, painted or glued on, 
and Exxon had to hire ware- 
houses just to store newly 
printed forms and stationery 
until they are needed. 


Meanwhile 
the company's 


parent corporation, Standard 
Oil of New .Jersey, has also bit- 
ten the bullet and changed its 
name to Exxon Corp. 


They checked 
trademarks 


and company names in all 50 
states.

Pressure is low 
in one arm

Dear Dr. Lamb—I am a 


widow in rny late 60s and in 
fair health." I would like to 
know why I have low blood 
pressure in my left arm and 
lii^li blood pressure in niy 
right arm. 


Dear Header- Of course, I 


don't know how much differ- 
ence in pressure you actual- 
ly have 
between the two 


arms. Small variations in 
pressure are common. Also, 
m people whose blood pres- 
sure fluctuates rapidly, the 
the difference may be evi- 
dence of the lability of the 
blood pressure. The doctor 
can eliminate this possibility 
by repealing the pressures 
after the lower reading is 
obtained in one arm. 


Assuming that you do have 


a 
significant 
difference in 


blood pressure in the two 
arms which is not just a 
fluctuation, then one has to 
think of some obstruction of 
the arteries. The artery to 
the right arm is the first 
artery to come directly from 
the aortic arch Uhe main 
artery that carries blood from 
the heart to most of the 
body). The artery to the oth- 
er arm originates from this 
main aortic arch artery a 
little farther along. If there 
is an obstruction in the arch 
between the origin of these 
two arteries, it is usually 
situated in such a place that 
the blood pressure will be 
higher in the right arm (be- 
fore the obstruction) than it 
is in the left arm 
i beyond 


Ihe obstruction). 


One common cause of an 


obstruction in the aortic arch 
between the two arteries is a 
birth 
d e f e c t, 
technically 


called coarctation of the aor- 
ta, i would be very much 
surprised if this was your 
problem in view of your age. 
and since apparently such a 
diagnosis has never 
been 


made. If you <io, however, 
you should also have lower 
blood pressure in both legs 
as compared to your right 
arm. I would also expect to 
see a fairly large pulsation 
at the bottom of your throat, 


just at the top of the breast- 
bone. Such large pulsations 
occur because 
the 
aortic 


arch is enlarged before the 
obstruction. 


If you do not have this 


type of birth defect, one has 
to look for other causes for 
obstruction 
in 
the artery 


leading 
to the 
left arm. 


These can 
be caused by 


muscles or ligaments that 
press on the arteries in this 
area, and sometimes 
even 


the collarbone (clavicle) or 
an extra rib from a neck 
vertebra may cause pres- 
sure. Then, of course, there 
is the possibility that you do 
have an obstruction within 
the opening of the artery to 
the left arm. perhaps from a 
buildup 
of 
fatty 
deposits 


causing artery blockage. 
If 


any cause for blockage oc- 
curs in the artery to the arm 
alone and your blood pres- 
sure is truly high in the right 
arm, then your blood pres- 
sure should" be high in both 
legs as well. 


It seems to me that you 


have an important problem 
which hasn't been resolved 
which needs careful medical 
evaluation. If you truly have 
high 
blood 
pressure, you 


nny need treatment for that. 
If you have something like 
arteriosclerotic blockage of 
the artery to your left arm, 
perhaps some 
examination 


and 
possible 
treatment of 


this problem 
also is indi- 


cated. If you have a birth 
defect causing an obstruction 
in the aortic arch between 
the two arteries to the arm 
and have done this well un- 
til your late sixties without 
evidence of important com- 
plications, it may be well to 
do nothing. In any case, you 
will need a good medical ex- 
amination to make a proper 
diagnosis.

Prize, was buried at dusk Sun- 
day in a $10 country graveyard 
plot he bought 30 years ago. 


Only family, closest friends 


and a few others attended the 
final five-minute rites under a 
freezing rain that kept many 
world dignitaries from attend- 
ing earlier services in Ottawa, 
25 miles south. 


The scholar-diplomat, whom 


many called "Mike," died Wed- 
nesday of cancer that doctors 
said had spread to his liver 
after destroying one eye. He 
was 75. 


Prime 
Minister Edward 


Heath of Britain was the only 
foreign leader able to attend 
the funeral. Vice President 
Spiro Agnew of the United 
States returned to Washington 
when his plane could not land 
in driving rain and snow at Ot- 
tawa's airport. 


The state funeral was held in 


Christ Church Anglican Cath- 
edral after the body lay in state 
on 
Parliament Hill, where 


lights were dimmed and flags 
lowered until the burial. 


Prime Minister Pierre El- 


liotl Trudeau, who succeeded 
Pearson in office in 1968, led 
honorary pallbearers. 


The high point of Pearson's 


diplomatic career — before he 
began his climb in Canadian 
politics — came in 1957, when 
he received the Nobel Peace 
Prize. It recognized his efforts 
the year before in setting up a 
U.N. peacekeeping force to me- 
diate differences 
between 


Egypt and Israel. 


The peace lasted until the 


1967 six-day war between the 
two countries. 


Pearson was prime minister 


from 1963-1968.
